Russia Should Be Warned of War 


_ If Reds Near Arab Oil, Wallace Says 


WASHINGTON, June 15—(f)— 
Henry A. Wallace said Sunday 
that the ‘United States Gnd Brit- 
ain “would fight” if Russia should 
attempt to expand southward into 
Turkey in the vicinity of the Ara- 
bian oil fields and the Soviets 
should be told so. 

Wallace, here for a speech Mon- 
day night, told a news conference 
that Soviet expansion across Eu- 
rope would be a threat to world 
peace and Russia should be told 
there is a point beyond which she 
could not go. That point, he add- 
ed, is near Central Turkey or the 
approaches to the Middle East oil. 

While declaring that the United 
States and Britain “would fight” 
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-if Russia ever invaded Turkey 
with troops, Wallace said he sees 
no evidence that she threatens tp 
do’ so. 

“T am not a wermonger,” said 
the former Vice President and 
critic of President Truman’s for- 
eign policy, “but it is important 
for Russia to know there is a point 
beyond which she shouldn't go 
‘without awakening resistance. I’m 
confident our Navy would fight 
if she got into Turkey because our 
Navy is determined to get Saudi- 
Arabian oil. But that oil should 
be made available to all countries.” 

Wallace said Russia, France and 
other nations have every reason 
to demand a fair pro rata share 
of Arabian oil under Article 4 of 
the Atlantic Charter. 

He saw no proof that Russia 
plans any dangerous moves in 

urkey these days “any more than 
Russia has any proof that we are 
going to do anything that way in 
Greece.” 

“Turkey is the sensitive point 
and that has to be handled care- 
fully,” he declared, adding ‘that 
developments in Greece and Hun- 
gary are mere “chess playing” 
between the United States and 


- Russia.

There is imstance, the bal- 
listocardiograph, which can tell ex- 
actly the amount of blood pumped 
by any person’s heart at each beat. 
It-is a table on springs that mea- 
sures the almost imperceptible 
movement of the human body with 
each heart beat. A tiny mirror on 
the table reflects a beam of light 
into a camera records the 
movements on a graph doctors can 
study later. By figuring in weight 
and other factors, and meas 
the tracings on the photograph 
film, the doctors can arrive at 
minutely accurate conclusions, 
THE PLETHYSMOGRAPH 

There is the plethysmograpn, 
which measures change in the 
volume of an extremity, sStucn as 
a finger or toe, providing in- 
dex of the amount of blood flow- 
ing in and A skin resistance 
machine determines the extent of 
the effect of removal of certain 
nerves to blood vessels and sweat 
glands. 

Then there is the process 
angiocardiography which 
the injection of dye into the blood 
stream and taking X-ray pictures 
of the -heart. This help in 
diagnosing heart diseases and de 
termining proper treatment. 
MEASURING TEMPERATURE 

A thermocouple instantaneously 
measures the temperature of any 
part of the body. An oscillometer 
measures the pulsations of the 
main arteries. 

These are but a few of the in- 
struments in use at Emory, and, as 
one of the research fellows points 
out, the work requires many 
trained minds and many skilled 
hands.

“It is well to keep an open 
mind,” he continued, “and to learn 
from watching others. I always go 
to farm meetings. 1 may not al- 
ways agree, but I always get an 
idea 

“When they started this Tenant 
Purchase Plan, it looked to me 
like too much waste. I see now 
1t wasn't. Those nice little homes 
and the farms are an asset to us 
all. 

“I go along with cotton because 
I seem somehow to be able to 
grow it. I remember when they 
said cotton was doomed when it 
sold for four cents. Then they said 
it was doomed when the boll 
weevil came. Then they said mech- 
anization would drive it out of 
the South, except for the flat 
lands and the Delta. But, I think 
those who can mechanize their 
farms will be able to continue 
with cotton. Mechanization will 
bring change, but we can change. 
Only those who cannot change 
are doomed.” 

I asked him, out of his experi- 
ence of more than fifty vears of 
farming, what advice he would 
give to a young man thinking of 
farming aS a career. 

“If you like it,” he said, “and 
will work, you can make a suc: 
cess of it. But, no man who doesn't 
want to farm and isn't willing to 
work can make a success of it. I 
can think of no more wretched 
man than one who works every 
day at something he doesn't like. 
But, there is a future in farming 
for those who are willing to pay 
the price in work.” 

Martin Norman stays with cot- 
ton; but when Hart County be- 
gan a trend to grain, grain ap- 
peared on his farms. There is a 
combine on it, too. A combine does 
the work of many men. 

He was a pioneer in soil Conser- 
vation. He was so good at terraces 
the Government learned from him. 
Wherever vou see. agricultural 
progress today you see it has 
srown largely out of soil conserva: 


tion pol 


icles with/ the aid of Soil 
Conservation Office men. 


His philosophy was compelling. 

“TI hear and read about the lacks 
of today,” he said. “I am amused 
by those who say they cannot get 
servants. They talk about the 
good old days when servants were 
plentiful. We have more servants 
today than ever in our history. 
Once many hands cleaned and 
filled lamps, trimmed wicks and 
polished the shades. Today we 
push a button. Once we went to 
the spring, or pulled up buckets 
of water from the well. Today we 
turn a tap. We cook with gas or 
oil, even on the farms. Electricity 
keeps our food cold, and manu- 
factures our ice. Oil will do it as 
well. We have more servants than 
ever before. The music of the 
world comes to our rooms at our 
choice. The finest speakers are 
ours for the turn of a button.” 

This schoolteacher who quit the 
classroom to farm really has nev- 
er left the classroom insofar 
his own mind is concerned. He

Power I have been going about*the rural sections of the State. 
Farmers are not against high wages. They know hig 
Wages mean good prices for farm goods. 

But farmers are genuinely, and deeply, concerned by the enor- 
mous power possessed by Labor. It is no greater :power than the 
farmer possesses if he should choose to use it as he has not. But it 
disturbs him that John L. Lewis or the Railway Brotherhood can, 
and will, strike and paralyze the whole nation for the benefit of 
only a few thousand persons among the nation’s millions. 

The farmer is not anti-labor. That surprised me some. But the 
farmer is anti-labdor boss, and he is rabidly against the use of strikes 
which tie up the nation. 

The farmer is a good 100 percent for some protective labor legis- 
lation. He hasn't read this bill, but he has read about it and listened 


to radio discussions and he is for It. 

Th Bil This bill contains none of the measures to which Labor 
€ Dl Criginally objected. It is not as harsh as the one Congress 

really wanted to pass. It is not as severe as the Case bill. It is, save 

for a few “sleepers” which public opinion may prevent from being 

turned into abuses, a middle-of-the-road bill. 

It does not enslave Labor. It does not, as far as I can see, relieve 
the emplover of any major measures required by the Wagner Act. 
It certainly is nowhere close to the proposal to draft strikers into 
the Army in cases of great emergency. 

Labor cannot say there was no need fOr legislation when, with 
the Wagner Act in full operation, there were 113,000,000 man-days 
of work lost in 1946 by strikes. It is not true that matters were 
working out satisfactorily. Strikes were not being reduced. 

Certainly, the overwhelming support given it in Congress re- 
flects not simply réaetion, but public opinion. 

Some of this legislation goes against my instincts and emotions; 
but I believe it important to keep in mind we are a nation and that 
organized labor is but a part of it. I believe the national welfare re- 
quired a start be made. The next Congress is but a few months 
away. It can begin the task of amending where necessary 

The historical fact is we progress by trial and error. The Wagner 
Act will remain.
